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ABSTRACT: 

PURPOSE: To make budding and rearing of seed advantageous 
and suppress rearing 

of weed by joining a substrate sheet having light-blocking 
property and having 

plural holes opened to a covering sheet having property 
disintegrated with 

water and biodegradation properties and fixing seeds on 
joining side face of 

the covering sheet put at position corresponding to each 
hole . 

CONSTITUTION: A covering sheet 2 consists of a raw material 
having properties 
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disintegrated by water and biodegradation properties. On 
the one hand, a 

substrate sheet 1 which comes into contact with lower side 
ground when sowing 

sheet 2 is laid consists of a raw material to which light 
blocking properties 

are given by coloring into black, aluminum deposition, etc 
Then plural holes 

are provided in the substrate sheet 1 and seeds 3 are fixe 
by an adhesive 4 on 

a adhesive face of covering sheet 2 part corresponding to 
each holes. Thereby 

the sheet 1 having light-blocking properties covers ground 
surface and light is 

not given to weed seed to suppress budding and rearing of 
the seed. On the one 

hand, since the objective seeds are set in hole parts, 
i.e., at positions where 

light-blocking raw material does not exist in the neighbor 
light can be given 
to these seeds. 
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
